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PREFACE. 



The compiler of this work, belieying no book has yet been pub- 
lished containing Forms of Agreements only ; and it being often 
difficulty especially in limited libraries, to find, in variety, snch 
forms as are constantly required in practice, he has prepared the 
following series— from drafts used in the course of fifty years' 
practice and from some lent by friends, — in the expectation that it 
may prove practically useful ; and, therefore, generally acceptable 
to members of hir profession. 

He has not, however, attempted to provide for every want that 
may arise in these days of change, both in law and commerce, 
requiring new appliances and special stipulations; but he trusts 
these forms will be found sufficient to meet ordinary requirements 
and to assist practitioners in moulding any new matter into proper 
and protective shapes. 

But he has aimed at uniformity throughout. Instead of inter- 
mixing the clauses, as some do, he has first given recitals when they 
are necessary or desirable for explanation ; next the operative part ; 
then the individual agreements on the part of each party, both 
general and special, in succession ; and finally the clauses which 
affect them mutually, as those for reference, valuations, and the like ; 
considering this the most perspicuous plan. 

By this formal arrangement much repetition is avoided, and the 
object and duty of each party can be more readily found and under- 
stood, without the necessity of referring backwards and forwards, as 
is the case when the clauses are disjointed and intermixed. 

He has also given a Table of the Forms, with numbers for the 
more readily finding that which may be required ; and a full index 
which will as readily show the clauses ; some of which have been 
purposely varied, although expressing the same object ; some per- 
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sons, from habit, others from choice, preferring one mode of 
expression and some another. 

So with reference to the forms themselves. He has moulded 
them into different shapes : his chief aim being to supply a variety, 
both in character and in clauses ; so that the draughtsman might be 
able to select such as may prove most agreeable to his taste or such 
as he may consider best adapted to his requirement& 

Each clause is also made to commence with a new line, and the 
Appendix is numbered, for greater facility of reference, and marking 
for the guidance of clerks. 

But he has necessarily been obliged to adopt a plan — ^not 
generally desirable — of contracting some of the well-known parts, 
and of making each form refer, more or less, to the preceding ones, 
as well as to the Appendix ; which is designed also for the purpose 
of supplying a variety of descriptions, both of parties and parcels, 
as well as for avoiding many repetitions. These references, if 
troublesome, will, it is hoped, be countervailed by a proportionate 
diminution both in the bulk and, consequent, price of the work. 

But many of the contractions will be easily understood without 
referring to the full clauses. For example : the parts to which the 
words — " This Agreement made, &c., — Between &c., — dated, &c., — 
called, &c., — ^situate, &c., — and In witness, &c.," are so well known 
to every draughtsman as to occasion no impediment to his mind 
or pen. 

The words " grocer " and ^ draper " have been generally used as 
substitutes for the proper occupation of the parties, because they are 
short and familiar. 

The labour of marshalling, dovetailing, condensing and prepar- 
ing a work of this kind can only be appreciated by those who have 
experienced similar undertakings. And it must reasonably be 
expected — by the author at least — that many defects will be 
discovered in the work, notwithstanding the care taken to avoid 
them* 

Some parties will, no doubt, consider the forms too redundant, 
or the references too numerous ; whilst others may think just the 
contrary. But it has been deemed preferable to incur the risk of 
these reflections rather than those which would attend unnecessary 
curtailment and insufiSciency. 
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N0W9 how far the author has succeeded in his efforts to carry 
out his objects of usefulness, must be left to the professional ordeal, 
in the hope that the experienced practitiouer will not hastily con- 
demn a work which may be less objectionable and more useful to 
others. 

However, whatever may be the result, his humble endeavour has 
been to assist the less experienced in the laborious paths of duty, by 
bringing to their hands what, he believes, will be to them useful 
guides. For this he claims no laudation, if he merits no praise. 
He seeks no popularity, and therefore hopes criticism will be 
deprived of its sting. 

Perhaps, in thus submitting it, he cannot do better than to 
express his feeling in the language of Lord Byron, — "What is 
writ, is writ ; would ^twere worthier " !

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INTEODUCTION. 



Agbeements and Contracts are synonymous terms. And yet there 
is a distinction, though little formal difference, between them. In 
common parlance, when speaking of sales of property or builders' 
work, they are ordinarily termed " Contracts ; " whereas when re- 
ferring to the letting or renting property, as well as the hiring of 
goods, doing work, and the like, they are naturally called " Agree- 
ments." And, generally, when they are under seal, they are further 
distinguished by the word " articles." It is not, however, proposed 
to follow these distinctions in the ensuing pages, but to class them 
all, except the latter, under the one liead — *' Agreements." 

There are also other characteristic distinctions incidental to the 
nature and eflfect of these documents. Agreements under seal, for 
instance, are termed special contracts, and those not under seal, parol 
or simple contracts. And yet they differ but little, either in form 
or substance. The former, like covenants, bind the heir; the latter 
the personal representatives only. 

To the former class belono; Articles of Copartnership, Clerkship, 
and Marriage. And critically this appellation seems to be, with 
reference to them, the most correct; because the former, like 
Articles of Association, are composed of independent though con* 
nected articles or paragraphs, and not, like ordinary agreements, of 
continuous clauses. But although they operate like deeds, essentially 
they are both contracts and agreements, notwithstanding the word 
" covenant " is employed instead of agreement, these being also 
synonymous terms, though differently applied. 

Articles of Agreement, however, are usually under seal when they 
are to be used substantively, that is, when they are not inductive to, 
but independent of other deeds or documents, such as those before 
named. 

There must be two parties, at least, to every agreement, whether it 
is under seal or not. And in order to create privity, every person 
to be bound by, should be made a party to it. 

Agreements not under seal must state or show some good or 
valuable consideration moving between the parties^. There must be 
reciprocity, either in gain or loss, benefit or injurj^- 

Agreements not under seal require no set tbrm of words, although 
it is desirable, for the sake of clearness, that they should do so ; but 
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those under seal are always formal. The former may be expressed 
in any shape, so long as they show a valid consideration and the 
objects to be effectuated, and are signed by the *' party to be charged " 
by them. 

It is better, however, in all cases, wl^en time and opportunity will 
permit, to observe a uniformity of plan and set phrases, than to trust 
to rambling expressions or illogical terms. For, although both may, 
practically be well understood by the parties themselves, and thus 
far answer the purpose intended ; yet, if they should happen to be 
disputed, the one is much more likely to receive a true construction 
them the other. 

Some persons preparing documents of this kind are apt to think 
they cannot be too snort, and that as no set form is required, any 
composition will do. Consequently, in too many instances, when 
they are entrusted to those who have careless hands and thoughtless 
heads, little regard is paid to their effect or operation. Necessary 
stipulations are forgotten, and the essential parts for avoiding 
disputes and litigation are treated with indifi'erence, leading to 
confusion or complication, and so to that very result. It is then 
their importance, as well as incompleteness, comes to be dis- 
covered, and, perhaps, too late to be rectified, or for avoiding serious 
consequences. 

Many of these documents require as much or more care and skill 
in their preparation than ordinary deeds. None but experienced 
persons snould, therefore, be entrusted with this important duty ; 
especially as the subject-matters of agreements are so various that 
it seldom happens any two of them can be exactly alike, except, 
perhaps, in ordinary matters. of sale and purchase, granting leases, 
and the like. 

But, by whomsoever this duty is undertaken, the documents should 
be terse, yet explicit, simple, but conclusive. And, whilst brevity is 
aimed at, comprehensiveness and efficiency must, on no account, be 
overlooked or disregarded, lest loss should accrue to the client, on 
the one hand, and reflection, if not serious responsibility, to the 
solicitor, on the other. 

The first thing to be noted, is the commencement of the documents. 
Most authors begin with the words *'Ai tides of Agreement" or 
** Articles of Contract." But some, as well as practitioners, begin them 
in other different ways. Some commence thus : — " An Agreement ;" 
— some, "Memorandum of Agreement ;" — and others, "This Agree- 
ment." Of all these the last seems to be the most correct ; because 
it shows that the clauses following are to be the agreement itself 
(as so expressed) and not any other. But with respect to the first 
(Articles) it is submitted that when there are no recitals, if tliey 
eomnience with the word "These," they would, like the last, be 
more critically correct. The words "An Agreement" do not point 
so significantly to the document designed to give effect to the 
intention of the parties; although it may, from common usage, 
be so understood, and therefore be equally effective. Much less, 
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however, does the words " Memorandum of an Agreement,** embrace 
this intention. For it simply shows that it is a mere memorandum, 
hastily and briefly made, of an agreement to be afterwards redaced 
into proper shape, and not the agreement itself. And for this pur- 
po.<%e it is, no doubt, also sufficient; but it is better, in all cases, that 
the heading should be consistent with the body of the document. 

Now with respect to the description of the parties. These should 
be stated as accurately and distinctly as possible, especially when 
they bear family, or similar names, or have approximate residences, 
or similar occupations. 

When the names are long, or extreme brevity is desired, they may 
be first fully stated in the heading and afterwards designated by 
their characters, — as " Vendor " and " Purchaser," " Mortgagor " ana 
" Mortgagee " — merely by adding, after their residences and occu- 
pations, the words "hereinafter called * Vendor' or 'Purchaser,* 
* Mortgagor ' or * Mortgagee,' ** and the like. So, when it is considered 
desirable to show expressly that the heirs and representatives are to 
be bound, the following words may be used, after the descriptions, 
once for all — ''for himself, his heirn, executors, and administrators,'* 
which tend materially to shorten the document and to facilitate its 
construction. Nevertheless, it will sometimes be found necessary or 
proper to repeat the same words in the body of the instrument, for 
the purpose of designating by whom some future or ultimate acts are 
to be done, or to whom monies are to be specifically paid after the 
death of some particular person, or on some particular event, as in 
case.^ of reversions, and the like. 

When the contract is made by a solicitor or agent, as is sometimes 
done for the sake of securing secrecy or avoiding prejudice, the party 
so contracting should take care to have an express and written 
authority to do so. If there be no reason for secrecy, tiien, after his 
name, address, and occupation, it is proper to show the character in 
which he acts, thus — ^" as Solicitor — or • Agent ' — for and behalf of 
{the principal) of, &c., merchant." It should be signed by the 
representative in his own name, adding after, or under it, the words 
above. But if acting under a Power of Attorney, and tlife principal's 
name appears, it should be signed in his (not the Attorney's) name, 
and the following words should then be added — by A.B. as the 
Attorney for and on behalf of the above-named (principal) thereunto 
duly — or lawfully authorised — by virtue of a Letter — or Power of 
Attorney, dated, &c. — or — hereunto annexed. 

With respect to Becitals they may generally be dispensed with 
altogether. Of this instances will be found in the following Forms. 
But when the object and intention of the parties can be more clearly 
shown, or facts more aptly illustrated as inductive to the operative 
part of the document, they should be concisely used. By means of 
these preliminary statement!^ the whole scope of the agreement can 
be at once understood, especially if briefly and clearly expressed. 
Hence, in all cases of complicated circumstances, as well as when 
they tend to show the consideration through intricate transactions,

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circuitons events, or hazy facts, they should, for this reason, be in- 
trodaced. And although at first it may appear to leDgthen the 
document, it will often be found in the end to make yery little 
difference in the quantity of words, because the subsequent clauses 
may aptly be made to refer to, instead of repeating them ; in which 
an uniDtentional variation might lead to doubt or diflSculty, rather 
than to explication. 

The great objects to be observed in preparing agreements, besides 
the intentions of the parties, is explicitness and clear definitions, so 
as, if possible, to leave nothing open to question or doubt ; although, 
in some cases, it may be difficult to attain it, when dispatch or 
extreme conciseness* is required, or imperfect instructions are given. 
The words "proper" and " reaFonable," for example, necessarily lead 
to the questions — what is proper ? or, what is reasonable ? or, what 
do those words import or embrace ? and although they have received 
certain constructions in some cases, yet, inasmuch as circumstances 
are so variable they must necessarily vary likewise, so that where 
apf )licable to oce case, they may not be applicable to another, though 
a similar one. These words have therefore been omitted as much as 
possible in the following forms, the acts or things they are intended 
to represent being express^ d instead. To understand the exact force 
of terms is one half the diaftsman's task: to arrange them orderly 
and effectively the other. 

Every agreement should be signed by all the parties to it, or by 
their duly authorised agents. But this is not essential when assent 
or recognition by the non-signing party can be shown ; except when 
it concludes — " Witness our hands." The place of signature is not 
material. 

Agreements, in commercial transactions, are often made by letters ; 
which, although involving distinct writings, are, each being signed 
individually, sufficient to constitute a valid contract. 

Special attention should be given to the stamps, for they differ. 
Agreements under seal, for instance, require the same stamps as if 
they were called deeds ; and those for deposits, the same as mort- 
gages themselves. So as to agreements for leases, which are not 
regulated by the rent only, but by the term also. A table of the 
stamps now in use will, therefore, be given. 



N.B. — It should be distinctly understood, that many of the follow- 
ing forms, especially the first, and that for a farm-lease, are given at 
length — not for the purpose of being copied bodily ; but for laying 
before the draftsman a variety of clauses from which he may select 
such as may be applicable to each particular case. And as soms practi- 
tioners like one form or clause and some another, both have been varied 
in order to suit, as far as practicable, the tastes as tvell as the wants of 
all parties.

(p) It is sometimes desirable to stipulate that the abstract shall commence with 
a particular deed or will. In which case, here add — commencing with an indenture

of A B., late of Ac., Grocer, fte., deceased. It is proper thus to state the root of the 
title when there is a deed or will approximating the usual time of commencement. 

(g) No tijble beyond 40 years can now be required, nor any information respecting 
it. Neither can any copies of older deeds or documents be required, even if they 
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Ahp also will [when requested], produce the title deeds and 
documents comprised in snch Abstract, [or such of them as shall be
